I am pleased to 
inform you that Mr. F.J. Reutlinger, 57 N. 7th St., Philada. Stencil and Die cutter is still in the 
same business, and your list of figures. Numerals as enumerated was submitted now enclosed, to 
Mr. Reutlinger and he was requested to furnish a price for each item, so that you may know the 
cost of same. Enclosed please find the list as marked by him. If price is satisfactory please 
approve and release and he will be instructed be placed to make the articles. From two to three 
weeks time is required from the receipt of your approval to have them ready to ship by Express 
as directed, I would say in our experience stamping bars. We use only a soft iron Hammer (not 
steel) and find that the wear on the shanks of the stamps has decreased very much.
